Nor, Sir, to leave them (the Biſhops I mean) behind, to anſwer for themſelves, when you 
can bring *em to your High Court of Juſtice , who, you ſay, Pag. 4, are condemned perſons 1n 
Law, though what Law you name not, nor does any of ours , I preſume, ſo deeply Sentence the 
moſt Bigot-Papiſt for his Religion, (as I think was declared from the Bench, more then once, in 
the late Tryals) much leſs any in our Communion, for private Sentiments, before publick ſcandal 
given , anda fair Conviction. : : 

I muſt peremptorily demand of you, (and I can do no leſs) having been ſo publickly traduced 
by you, and thereby expoſed to the obloquie (if no worſe) of all trucand falſe Proteſtants in the 
three Kingdomes, as publick a retraQation of, and plenary fatisfaltion for the foul injury you 
have done me ; elſe, although 1 may not deny you the indeleble CharaCter of a, Prieft, I ſhall 
impreſs upon your Narne another, ofa like aviternall durance, of a Profligate Perſon, and a moſt 
malicious Calumniator.

That you may know me to be in earneſt, (with a civil reſpe&t premiſed to 
ev Maimburg*s Hiſtoricall Narration, and a little ſuſpenſe made of that credulity you 
would have us yield to your Prophetick Inſpiration, who pretend a foreſight of her change , ſo 
many years antecedent to it) I ofter two particulars to the ſerious conſideration of the preſent 
Age, the feares and jealoufies of which flie, too often, ſwifter then Fame it ſelf with ſuch ſtories ; 

 andto the judgment of Poſterity, that may be diverſly miſ-informed by the papnine, or in 
obſervance of many that tranſmit their reports to 'em, which can meet with little oppoſition, 
or good Evidence againſt them, at that diſtance. Ef 

The firſt tender I make, is this, which you will, I hope, allow me to adventure upon my own 
Reputation, if I add, in verbo Sacerdotis, which I ſafely can ; That 'toward the end of my laſt 
Quarters waiting in courſe at Whice-Hall, her R. H. having been _ decumbent in her ickueſs, 
and many times in great extremity of torture , (perhaps, as muchof mind, in that diſtraZtion, or 
conyullion of thoughts, as of body) from the violent aſſaults and paroxyſmes of ker Fever , both 
yielding alike ſad accents, if not articulate complaints, and much aſtoniſbing us, whoſe atten- 
dance in our ſtations drew us within notice of it, there being, as it were, an abſolute deſertion 
of her little Oratory ; which before, whether her H. were there, or not, us'd to be well frequented 
by a comfortable Audience, that aſſiſted at our Mattins and . Even-Song, which , beſide that it 
pleaſed God, gave countenance to the Chaplain , in the performance of his Offices, at the houres 
appointed, I calling ro mind the ſtriftneſs of her Commands formerly, and the ſteadineſs of her 

| perſonall example, in time of Health, found it neceſlary for her R. H. to have knowledge of it, 

10 ſome ſeaſonable intervall of her griefs, aſſuring my ſelf her Goodneſs would not take amiſs 
ſuch a dutifull and devout expreſſion of a religious deſire ſhe ſhould be daily prayed for by us, 
when, in that weak condition, ſhe could not preſent her ſelf hefore the little Altar ſhe had ereted 
co pray there with us. This I did with that caution as became me in the preſent circumſtances, 
and committed the care of it to a diſcreet Lady of her Chamber, who was ſeldome abſent from 
her Bed-ſide, deſiring her, in the ſumme of all , to ſay plainly, That the Chaplain was in this 
ſtreight, without her H. ſuddenly found ſome expedient , either ro ſer open the doores of her 
Oratory, and read Common-prayer to the painted Wain-Scot ;, or keep 'em ſhut , and read none at all, 
whereof what ſence the Court and City would have, muſt be left at adventure ; The very next 
day, when I went into the Privy-Chamber, at the wonted hour , -I ſaw no cauſe at all either of 
complaint, or enquiry after her 'H. pleaſyre , and new Order, it being appointed before my 
coming, that the Reading-Desk and Books ſhonld be made ready , and when the Bed-Chamber 
door ſhoyld be opened, onur Common-Prayer ſhould be read at the very entrance thereinto, 
whither aſſembled not only a conſiderable number without the door, and within , ſuch Ladies as 
were either in- immediate attendance, or others priviledged to be there, but her H. perſonally, 

as ſhe lay in bed, found, I hope, ſome comfort and benefit by our Prayers, read in her hearing, 
wherein, I doubt not bus at that time, ſhe joyned in Communion with us, or elſe would have 

ordered it otherwiſe, This courſe, for ought I remember, continued while her infirme condition 
could comply with it , throughout my time ; After-my gdiſmifſion, what Method therein was

As forthe more Publike Offices it the Chappell; how preciſe heti H. was in her. Orders, and 
how advertent to ſee thei exccuted;'you beſt know; Mr. Jones, whoſe charge itwas on the week- 
dayes; and we all cn teſtifie for the Sundays in our odurſes, which if we ſupplied not our ſelves, 

. were obliged to be:accountable, ynts whom we teſign'd the Pulpit for the day, a conſiderable time 
before, which yet ſometimes, you know, would "not ſerve our'turn ; for ſo ſelet were the

--Andeven the weak Sex of woman, whoſe natural delicacy , tenderneſs, and infirmities , may 


ſeem rocarry with them a Patent of exemption from extraordinary ſeverities and mortifications of 


themſclyes, yet fuch is the ommporency (a bold word.) of Catholique Religion, that even theſe do 
equal , if not excel the men, in the tough exerciſe of denying themſelves, of taking up their Croſs, 
and imitating of Chriſt j invited hereunto, more by pure love of God , and gratitude for his do- 
ing, and —_— for them, than for the expeQtation of reward. 

- But little of this came, I preſume , within the verge of her R. Highnefſesview, or obſervation 
beyond what ſhe had ſeen at ſome ſolemn Anniverſary , Omgang or Proceſſion , if their Canvas Frock 
or Covering had a woman under it, wherein the fervour, or exceſſive Calenture, of their devotion, 
has now and then, coſt alife, until reſtrained, or abſolutely inhibited by the Biſhop of the place.

Virgia , or other Saint ſeperately acted, or paſſed over with a ſilent motion of the lip ; their habir 
looſe; and not over decent , I will not ſay over - modeſt for a Church-Aſfembly ; ſome light Veil, 
or Huyck: , as they call it, rendred Calyprra, or Palla, as toga 4 tegends, ſoon put on, as ſoon 
off, much after the rate of our morning Lecturers by Candel-light heretofore ; At their ſolemn 
Veſpers , on great Feſtivals , I have known their Churches well warmed by the zeal of that.' ſex 
alone, or in the company of few men; beſide their Prieſts ; And a perſon of Honour once told me, 
afrer he came home ſoundly crowded , for his curioſity to ſee their Ceremonies. , at ſuch a time , 
that having darted himſelf ſodainly behind ſome Pillar of a Church for concealment , when' he. 
moredcliberately looked about him ,; and diſcovered none bit women in full Congregation from 
the Altar to the verydoor, apprehending he might be known or fuſpeed to be upon eſpial ,./ as 
indeed he was » he ſoon Retreated , with ſome difficulty , being well pleaſed he had ſo made a _ſea-

But .you, and I, Mr. Fores, can very well 
remember, that our eminent Princeſs was none of the les eſprits medvocres, being more metcuriall 
then moſt of the firſt, or ſecond rank in ber Sex; and I believe, it may be our joint - opinion, 
that her R. H.-was not; at that time of day, to ſeek cn non the principles of our Re- 
formation, nor a ſtranger to other faichfull Writers upon that Subjeft ; who ſpeak no leſs truth, 
and as plain Engl:ſh altogether, in the caſe, as the worthy , and never enough magnified , Dr. 
Heylyn ;, beſide, that, on this occafion, comes into my tnin an'expreſſion to our purpoſe, utte= 
rcd, many years fince, by a learned and judicioys perſon, who was far better acquainted with her 
R. H. religious ſearches in that kind, then you and I can pretend to be , viz. That he was enough 
aſſured, ſhe underſtood the ſtate ofthe queſtion , better then her noble Father, who at the ſame 
time was the great Miniſter of State , and, however otherwiſe unfortunate, the moſt memorable 
Reſtorer, and eſtabliſher of our ruin'd Church.

Before I come to the three particulars that entangled this pious Lady, I can not but take notice 
of two other, wherewith ſhe antecedently chargeth our Reformation ; t. Changing the face of 
the ancient Church ; and, 2. Renouncing the Catholique Religion ; both which are moſt cer- 
tainly diſclaimed by our moſt learned and moſt impartiall Controvertiſts ; and the former of the 
two diſowncd by that brisk French Gentleman, Monnſieur de Ia Militiere, in his addreſs to our 
King, which, yery probably, her R. H. had read, long before her return into England, being 
Printed with the Lord Biſhop of Der:y's Anſwer, at the Hagze, 1654. where the French Counſellor 
condeſcends to ſay , That the Proteſtants of this Kingdome by Epiſco » Liturgy, and Cere-' 
monies, [which were retained] had preſerved the face, or image , of the Catho __ Church 
And I rem:mber, when I was in Flanders, an old Benedittine of our nation asking me , how I liked 
the decency of their Churches, and ſolemnity of their Service, or publique Worthip , 1 anſwered, 
ro this purpoſe, That I obſerved little more in ſubſtance , then what he might have formerly 
ſeen, if he had pleaſed , in our King's Chappell, St. Paxls London, and St. Peter's Weſtminſter , with 
the other Cathedrals we had in England ; whereto ho ſomewhat farcaftically replied , That in 
Archbiſhop Lasd's time, indeed (which he needed not to have ſpecified in abſolute derogation to ' 
all the former from the firſt Reformation) ;your Church waſhed, and beautified her face a little, 
bat, for all that, more intrinſecally ſhe was a very ſlut ; Let them look to that, if cauſe be ſtill, 
who, after ſome intimations given by Biſhop Andrewes, Mountagne, and others, ſhould ſee ſupplied 
what may be found wanting, and applied by praQice, to render her through-reformed , = pre- 
ſerve her from all ſich reproach. As for the good old Aonke, if I had been in another Countrey, 
I ſhould have wiped his mouth with my Handkercheif, and opened the eyes of his underſtanding 
for a better proſpeRof truth among us. | 
- Asto the ſecond , 1 know none but our rigid Calvinifts, that became abſolnte Renegadoes, 
and dzſertors of the Roman Church, much leſs of the Catholique, though taken in their own ſenſe, 
which all good men and moderate among them will allow us to call what they would have it to be 
Roman Ctholique Reformed ;, Reforme we did, when they would not, by degrees, what was firſt 
found to be amiſs by themſelves, before, and at, their little Synod of Trent, (for no other then 
fo was it, compared to a truly Generall, or univerſall Council, /raly alone being but a ſpot, or 
parſell of the Univerſe ;) Andretain we did ſo much as the circumſtances of thoſe times would 
permir, of che DoCtrine and Diſcipline tranſmitted to us from the more ancient, becauſe being, 
ascalled, the Primitive Church, as it extendeth to the firſt five. Centuries at leaſt, if no more ; 
which hr H. might have found averred by all the Orthodox Fathers, and other Learned Writers, 
then, and ſince then, of our EngliſhNation ; whoſe works, if they had nor come to her ſight 
before, all Libraries, at her defire, would have been ſearched for her ſatisfation, and why ſome- 
what to that purpoſe was not ſeaſonably order'd, I am not to. be accountable ; And if Mr. Jones 
had ſaid no more bur that cither her R. H. departed from us, or her Directors , who e're they 
were, left her ſolitary in her choice, upon too eaſfie termes, I could have little contradicted. 

That ſomewhat more of what they opin'd, and prattis'd, might have been taken in by our 
hrſt Reformers, or may be yet by a Nationall Synod, or Convocation, if commiſſioned to conſider 
of it; I freely grant, and ſuppoſe it to be the ſenſe of our beſt Divines ; for King Fames's Apoph- 
thegm takes not with all, nor may be taken in a ſtrit reſtraint to what is already done , 7 like 
not riding ſo near ;, For better Authority then my ow2, I will cite no other, (and- am ſure I can 
cite no better) then Biſhop Andrews, nor any more authentick part of his workes, then his private 
Prayers ; who, in his Manuall of Meditations, and private Devetions, for Monday every week, 
beggs of the Lord, for the Church Catholic Confirmation, and Enlargement ; Eaftern delive- 
rance and unity ; Weſtern (wherein outs is included) perfeCtion and peace ; but more _— 
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for the Britiſh (which is our own) ſupply of what is wanting, eſtabliſhment of what remaines z 
(may the good Prelate's Prayer be auſwered to perpetuity in the laſt, whatſoever becomes of the 
firſt) For why we ſhould quit what we bave, becauſe we have not all we would, and go over we 
: well know not, why, or whicher, is a Riddle I yet underſtand not ; nor, if I may enjoy my ſhare 
in what we have, though I never have it of what we want, (it being no part of my province to gain 
enlargement,) I hope my conſcicnce will aeyer be mych perplexed about our preſent , wherein 
ſozyer defeCtive, State. :

reſerve, his Ecclebaſtike Power into the hands of the Church, or into his whom he will conſtitute, 

for the time, Capt wnztatss, the Head of unity in his Realm (as many have. done, and do at this. 
preſent) I know no reaſon, why rhe Subject ſhould not fubmit ,to that derivative power , which 
being held of the King, is ordained of God ;, For to ſay , That , before the Reſormation made, 

any Subject might have withdrawn his obedience to the King, becauſe the King had veſted that 

part of hjs power in the Pope, I fear had been little leſs than reſiſting , or at leaſt declining the 
ordinance of God , to goon no further in that Text. 

Byt I return to our moſt unkappily perplexed Princeſs, who takes offence at the Biſhops , that

were of the ſirſt Reformers, for pretending their ſole deſign to have been re-eſtabliſhing the 
Dottrine and Diſcipline of the Primitive Church, after Henry 8. had enterpriz*d a ſeparation 
from Rome upon no other account but his own fſatisfaftion in criminall pleaſures : What 
K. Henry 8's principall, or leſs principall intents were, I know none but the ghoſt of his Con- 
feſſour, if raiſed again, could affure her ; Themoſt Reverend Archbiſhop Cramer, no doubt, 
knew moſt of his mind, from beginning to end, in the matter of divorce, and what annexes it had 
of hiscriwinall pleaſures, &c. bur, in what I have ſeen of his Grace's writing, I met with 'nothing 
at all which in that particular could have gratified her Highneſs : yet be K. Henry's meaning 
alltogether ſo bad as ſuſpected, I underſtand not why the Reverend Biſhops , who were better 
iaclined, ſhould be involved with him in the fin, being inſtruments, under God, ofbringing good 
out ofevil, and who, by ſuch degrees as K. Henry's other policies would permit, made goed that 
prezence, both the reſt of his, and in the few years of Edward 6. his Reg » howſoever managed 
by that covetons Lord Protectour in his minority, as in a great part, beſide other inſtances , our 
Hiſtorians have mentioned, does undeniably appear in that little Code of Reformation , as I may 
call it, entituled , The —__ of a Chriſtian Man, compoſed and publiſhed by, and with the 
conſent of many pious and prudent perſons, Anne 1 537, viz, the two Archbiſhops ar that 'time, 
nineteen of the Biſhops, eight Archdeacons, and ſeventeen Profefſours of Divinity, Eccleſialticall 
and Civill Lawes z which book and ſome other like , beſide many wong en and . Prefatory 
Epiſtles prefixed ro them , if her H. had neither in poſſeſſion, por ſeen, ſhe was ſtrangely 


. deſtitute of due aſſiſtance, and not well prepared for ſo ſevere a cenſure in a precipitate

Nor yet much better; I fear, for the application, ſhe next made, to inſtruct her ſelf in the con- 


troverſiall points between us and the Koman-Catholiques, having not read, as may be preſumed, 
the Primitive Fathers, and Councels, but relying upon ſole Scripture, without the Conciliators 
of Texts, (if not oppoſite, inconſiſtent in ſhew) nor other authentike Interpreters, but her own 
private ſpirit, perhaps forearmed with p#ayers and teares, but not przaſſured by promiſe of Di- 
vine aſſiſtance, and all deſired ſucceſs in the revelation of truth, (the ſolemn objetion thruſt upon 
us, ſucceſſively by the Papiſts) and a too fotward adventure, which moſt commonly imports 
morehafte then good ſpeed, as .is here manifeſted by the ſequel , in her own Confeflion , That 
the Scripture ſhe believed not her ſelf, by her ſ-If, capable to underſtand yz Yet on her H. went, 
and, notwithſtanding the diſtruſt ſhe had of ſelf and ſolitary abilities, to her aſtoniſhment , in the 
moſt difficult points of all, drew with her own Bucket more truth , as ſhe was miſ-perſwaded, 
from the bottom ofthe Well, then the woman of Samari« conld do with hers, who went het way, 
and left hee water-pot behind her, having her thirſt quencht indeed, yet not with the water ſhe 
her ſelf had drawn, but with that of the Spirit, infuſed from the mouth of the Aſeſſias , the in- 
fallible Prophet, the Chr, as the Samaritan ſo good as confeſſed to the Citizens ſhe earneſtly 
called upon to come and ſee, not to ſuddainly believe,until better atteſted to 'em ; Yenite & videte, 
not venite & credite, as Aquines has it from St. Chryſoſtom ,, And proijciat hydriam qui vult Evan- 


gelizare. He, or ſhe, that will evangelize, or interpret the Goſpell rightly, muſt leave his 


Bucket behind him, or break his Water-pot in pieces. 

[3 ay tronve neantmoins, &c.)] Yetnotwithſtanding her diſtruſt, her H. found what ſhe could 
not promiſe her ſelf ſo ſoon to diſcover, ſeverall things, which now appeared ſo plain, and, ac- 
cording to her judgment, fo eafie ro comprehend, that ſhe wondred a thouſand times, how ſo long 
time had paſſed without refleting on *tm 3; - 

The particulars, whereof ſhe now was ſtrongly convinced , [ fortement convaincxe ] were, 
1, The reall preſence of Jeſws Chriſt inthe Sacrament of the Altar ; 2. The infallibility of the 
Church. 3. Confeſſion, Auricular ſhe meanes ; And 4. Prayers for the Dead ; Of all which 
could I be convinced by the ſtrongeſt argument I have heard, or read, in their Controverſiall 
Writers, I would ſoon be ſo far converted too. 

Of the firſt ſo many volumes have been written on both ſides, that I am perſwaded , there can 
be little argument-invented new on either, to avoid tranſcript, or the Author's diſrepute of being 
plzgiary, but what is futile in ſo ſerious a quzſtion, or what makes the Schiſme and Diſtance be- 
tween us unneceſſarily, if not affettedly, greater ; for, ſetting aſide the Hiſtory of opinions in the 
ſeverall ages of the Church, the quotations of Fathers, and other modern Authors , the variety 
of expreſlions, every man deſiring toutter his own mind in his own words , I really believe, the 
ſubſtance of what we mean, as relating to the whole controverſie, might be as well , and as in- 
telligibly, contracted into one ſingle ſheet, as ſpread upon ſo many thouſand quires of Paper which 
fly about the world. Bur to the point. 

The-reall preſence [z preſehce reelle] in the Sacrament of the Altar was the firſt thing her 
R. H. miſſed in the Charch'of England ; I hope the Reverend D. Surclive did not, whoſe book ſhe 


ever had in her hand, when we approached to adminiſter the body and blood of our Saviour to 
C 2 hers 
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her, npon her kaces 3 If a: did, Iam ſure his equalls, and his ſuperiours, our Churcti Digritaries 
and others, have not declired the term Keal, from the beginning of our Reformation to this day, 
nor to declare what is meant by the ſame, according to the ſenſe and acception of-the Primitive 
Fathers, whom they cite in multitudes 10 authorize the Doctrine of our Church therein ; Of ſome 
the moſt eminent 1 ſhall render their own, words, and afterward apply my ſelf to what 
follows. | 


Let the moſt Reverend Archbiſhop Cramer be the firſt, who in the Preface of his Anfwer unto 
D. Stephen Gardiner p. 1. {aycth : 

Where I uſe to ſpeak ſometimes (as the old Authors do.) that Chriſt is in the Sacraments, I 
mean the ſame as they did underſtand the matter, that is ro ſay, not of C briſt*s carnall preſence 
in the outward Sacrament, but ſometimes of his Sacramentall preſence — 

That Chriſt and kis holy Spirit be trzely, and indeed, preſent by their mighty and ſanCtifying 
power, vertue, and grace, in 21! them that worthily receive the ſame. 

Again, pag. 8. of his firſt Book of the Sacrament. As he giveth the Bread, ſo giveth he his very 
body to be eaten with our Fa:th. And therefore I ſay, that Chriſt giveth himſelf :raely ro be eaten, 
chawed, and digeſted; but all is Spir:rually with Faith, not with mouth. : | 

The Reader is to take notice , That when his Gracegſeth the termes verily and indeed, which 
are the ſame in our Church-Catechiſme, I underſtand his ſenſe equivalent to theirs after him, 
who ſay, really, upon the like occafion, neither he nor they meaning more, or leſs, then our-Church 
does, nor all otherwiſe then did the Primitive Fathers; for when really is extended to denote 
rranſubſtantially, his Grace afterward utterly diſclaimes it. 

As does likewiſe the Right Revererd Biſhop Jewellof Sarum, our Chutch Apologiſt againſt the 
Papilts. p2g- 319. of his Reply to Mr. Harding's Anſwer ; We teach the people, not that a na- 
ked Sign, or Token, hut that Chrift*s Body, and Blood, indeedand versly is given unto us; that we 
verily eat it : that we verily drink it ; that we verily be relieved, and live by it. Yet 
we fay not, cither that the ſubſtance of the Bread or Wine is done away : or that Chriſt's Body 
is let down from Heaven, or made Xeally, or Fleaſhly Preſent in the Sacrament. 

The moſt Reverend Archbiſhop Laad declines not at all the word, but commends it for the 
beſt that can be uſed in the matter of the H. Sacrament, pag. 188. of the Relat. of his Conf. 
ſpeaking of C. Bcll:rmine, thus ; Now if he had left out Converſion, and affirmed only Chr:if"s 
reall preſence there, afief a myſterious, and indeed an ineffable manner , no man could have 
ſpoke better. | 

Again pag. 192. And for the Church of England, nothing is more plain, than that it believes 
and teaches the 1: «. and Keall preſence cf Chriſt in the Euchariſt. And this his Grace declares, 
not only for himſelf, but urgcih, that Archbiſhop Cranmer comes more phinly, and more home 
ro it thin Frith, [a Martyr for it that had ſaid enough before] For if you underſtand (faith he) 
by this word 7eally, Reipſ.c, that is in very deed and effeCtually ; ſo Chri## by the grace and 
efficacy of his Paſſion, is i7dced and rruly preſent, &c. but if by this word Really, you underſtand 
Corporaliter. Corparally, in his natural and Organical Body, under the Forms of Bread and Wine, 
'tis contrary to the Holy Word of God. 

And ſo likewiſe Biſhop Ridlcy. Nay, Biſhop Ridley addes yet farther, and ſpeaks ſo fully to 
this Point, as I think no man can add to his Expreſhon. Both you and l (faith he) agree in this : 
Thar in the Sacrament 1s the very true and natural Body and Blood of Chriſt, even that which was 
born of the Virgin My ; which aſcended into Heaven, which ſs on the right hand of God the 
Father ; which ſhall come thence to judge the quick and the dead. Only we differ in mods, &c. 

With the <foreſaid Prelates the learned Biſhop Aountaguthus accords pag. 250. of his Anſwer 
to the Gagger, He gave ſubſtance, and re-lly ſubliſting eſſence, who ſaid , This is my body : this 
is my Blood : Ir. p92. 251. Poor Woodcock or Catholique Cockſcomb, that ſendeſt a Proteſtant 
to ſeek a figure, who is as reall and ſuoſtantiall2s any Papilt. 

Id. afterward in his Appcale pag- 289. ſpeaking to the Informers. Which Real! preſence, in 
your Divinity1s flat Popery ; but not in the Divinity of the Church of England ; for this he cites 
Biſhop B:lſon, Andrews, Aorton ;, and for the ealie accommoding the difference between them 
and us , were it not for the Jeſuites faction on their ſide, and the Puritans on ours, the incompa- 
Table Hooker, that Puritanomaſtix, as he calls him. | 

To this effe(t is the late Biſhop of D«rhami's firſt Chapter in his accurate Hiſtory of Papal 
Tra ſubſtantiation, where the Rea#, that is, the true, and not imaginary Preſence of Chriſt in 
tie Sacrament of the Euchariſt, is aſſerted out of the Sacred Scriptures , according to the very 
words przhxcd in the Title of it. 

And the moſt acute, no leſs ſolid, Biſhop Jer. Taylor in his larger Tra@ate, entituled, The 


Pall preferce and Spirutnall of Chriſt in the bleſſed Sacrament , Proved againſt the Dodtrine of 
Franſubſtantiation.

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Which Darin? is, that no queſtion her H. meanes , though couched in the word Real, not 
conliderings pernupps, that Rea!-Spiritxal may alltogerher as well be in conjunction as Real-Carnal, 
or Corpore.cl ; Ol ner&iſe her complaiſance in the diicovery had not been ſuch as to deſerve her 
aſtoniſhment, oz wonder, when of ſo many learned Writers we have upon that Subject , ſhe could 
ſcarce have taken a book in hand which would not, have ſet the terme, or true ſenſe and meaning 
of it in her view, with the conceſſion of our Church , if ſhe had read , or: heard other of it, the 
Authours were not well ſtudyed in the point, bnt rook on truſt the expreſſions of ovr early Wri- 
recs after the Retormation, whereas the true ſtate of the Controverſy was not ſo clearly under- 
ſtood at firſt on cither ſide as it is now. Sayed the Biſhop of Derry, Sch. Gard. p. 378. And being 
ſo, in the opinion of thoſe I mention'd, and many more may the difference, fo formidable as ir 
looks, be much more eaſily 1 econciled then heretofore, both ſides contributing their ſymbol to a 
happy peace » and not ſtruggling for that which never will be made good and evident on either 
For had her H. known or conſided, what the Authour of Fiat l«x faies, there have been fifty, 
or threeſcore ſeveral interpretations of theſe few words , Hoc eft corpus meum , This is my bodys 
which, it may be, upon further ſearch he might have multiplied to a hundred by variety of 
paraphraſe in every man's peculiar diſtint way of expreſſion, and didall thoſe vaniſh, or return 
to their firſt origen, theliteral ſenſe at laſt, by fixing a more ſteady eye, or ſerious thought then 
formerly upon the Text ? Biſhop Monnragn who had many Bibles, and Interpreters of all ſorts 
about him, after a thorough ſearch, could not fo determine it, but much otherwiſe, viz. 
Tranſubſtantiation, or the change of the ſubſtance of Bread and Wine in the —_—_ of the Lord, 
cannot Be proved by Holy Writt : but it is repugnant to the plain words of Scripture , over- 
throweth the nature of a Sacrament, and hath given occaſion unto many ſuperſtitions. Appeal 
pac. 297. Yet 2llthough we deny the change ſo called to be reaſonable, or intelligible ; I remem- 
ber not that we deny it to be poſlible, by God's pros n= which is not limited by rules of 
reaſon, and naturall Philoſophy, in extraordinary trani{mutations ; But to ſay, God does it, be- 
c2uſe he can do it, is no logicall argument ; nor holds it any more in this, then in a thouſand 
other things, within the infinitude of his power, which we be ſure, are not, nor do we believe 
ſhall be ever actually accompliſhed. | 

And why ir H. ſhould be troubled in conſcience about that ſhe knew, or might have known, 
many learned, honeſt, and induſtrious men on both ſides (for that is truth, had her H. taken time 
to look about her) could never attain to, beyond the s 843&- ! or «sy4S& ! I confeſs is my 
wonder ; yea and ſo much the more, becauſe ſhe had in her own power, which was enough to 
quiet her dwn Conſcience, what ſhe alledg'd ſhe wanted ; for I poſitively demand, who hindred 
her from believing Tranſubſtantiation, it by Revelation or ſelf-perſwaſion, or ſubmiſſion to the 
opinion of ſome admired, or endeared perſon, ſhe was prevailed with to believe it rrue, or intrin- 
ſecally to adhzreto it, as if it were? Who from paying divine worſhip, after ſuch miſ-per- 
\waſion or ſubmiſſion, to the body and blood of our Saviour, when tender'd toher upon her knees ? 
The Church direCted-her R. H. among others , what ſhe would have her do, according to the 
Dodrine publiſhedin the Confeſſion of it, but the Church enquired not after what ſhe thought, 
or with what intention ſhe ated her part in that holy duty, I hope het Conſcience was not 
troubled, becauſe others did not, upon like principles, or in kind compliance , what ſhe would 
have them , and tell her H. ſo at their hazard. Our Biſhop Fewell quotes D. Tonfall, (and 
ſcemes not todiflike it) ſaying thus ; Of the manner and meane how this might be (whether by 
Tranſubſtantiation, or otherwiſe) perhaps it had been better to leave every man that would be 
Curious, to his own ConjeCture : as before the Councel of Laterere, it was left at liberty , Pef. of 
Apol. pag. 237. And in generall upon like occafion (whereid this may be ſuppos'd included) 
ſayes that H. Martyr Archbiſhop La#d,---—how far that Belief or any other, ſinkes into a man's 
heart, is for none to judge but God. Conf. p. 213. Further yet, Her ghoſtly Father of the Roman 
Church, if none of ours were to be truſted, might have inſtrufted her , That S««rez, among divers 
other, a learned man of great note with them, made plain confeſſion , That, to believe Tranſub- 
ſtantiation is not neteffary to be taken jn to the Dodtrine of Fayth ; and why then ſhould her H, 
be ſo much concerned for it ? And D. Fiſher ſometime Biſhop of Rechefter , That it cannot be 
proved by any Scripture. Biſhop Jewell Repl. And ifnot thence to be proved, her perſwaſion 
was groundeſs, and her labour in the ſearch fruitleſs, if not fallicious as to her ſelf; for moſt cer- 
tain It is, thoſe deep-learned Dodtours could dive further into the ſehſe of H. Writ , then 2 Lady 
that meant well, but had little skill in Metaphyſicks to afliſt her, which S»arez Himſelf fayes this 
point requires ; but againſt private illumination, or a ſelf-conceit of it, whethet ſo, or no, Ican 
lay nothing. In ſumme, the change that does ſo divide us, what e're it be, is a ſecret of God's own 
making, and a ſecret of God's own keeping, wherein her H. might have acquieſced , with the like 
moderation, as the Lady Elizabeth ſhewed, before ſhe came to be Queen, which ſhe might have 
read with the other paſſages in Dr. Heylyn's Hiſtory, very ſubſtantially, and ſignificantly, alkthougk 
rhythmically thus expreſſed , D 'Taa 
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'Twa God the Word that ſpake it, 
He took the Bread and brake it, 
And what the Word did make »t, 
That I believe and take it. 

I add but one word more ; The myſteries being ſo great, and the diſficulties being ſo many , 
1 much doubc, whether the more intelligent ſort of Koman - Catholiques do themſelves believe 
Tranſubſtantiation, thoogh ſo carneft tor it , to obtain the better Character among the more 
ſimple Devores that do ; which when I was in thoſe countreys, I adventur'd to tell ſome of them, 
who had patience enough to hear it, without" making a very eameſt, much leſs a reproachfull, 
anſwer; and very glad I am, that, upon this occaſion, I have met with countenance, and am con- 
firmed in my ſuſpicion by a moſt reverend and able Authour , Archbiſhop Land Conf. pag. 192. 
where his Grace declares opinion in theſe few lines. 

As for the Learned of thoſe zealous men, that died in this Cauſe in Q, Mares dayes, they denied 
not the Reall preſence, ſimply taken, but as their Oppoſites forced Tranſubſtantiation upon them, 
as if that and the Reall preſence had been all one ; Whereas all the Ancient Chriſtsaxs ever be- 
lieved the one, and none but Modern and Superſtitious Chriſtians believe the other ; sf they do 
believe it : for I, for my part doubt they do-nor. And as forthe Un-learned in thoſe times, and all 
times, their zeal (they holding the Foundation) may eat out their Ignorances , and leave them 
ſafe. Be contented with , That it is the Body of Chrift, and do not ſeek, nor define, how it is 
ſo, and we ſhall not conteſt, nor contend, ſayes Biſhop Aonntags in his Appeal, Ch. 31. In which 
happy medium may both parties meet, and be indiſſolubly or indivilibly for ever reconciled. 

Of Infallibility. 

Her Highnelles next diſcovery was an Infallibility of the Church, but points not to any one or 
more Texts of Scripture, by which ſhe owned her ſelf convinced ; nor yet teils us, what ſhe means 
by the Church, nor tn what points, or caſes, ſhe would have it infallible, unleſs ſhe intends all ; 
And where is that, or thoſe Texts of Scripture. that did convince her ? What concerning In- 
fallibility ſhe might have learned from our moſt eminent Writers, I ſhall produce, for their ſakes 
who may be under the fame difficulty » and, perhaps, not fo ſucceſsfull, or ſodain, in meeting with 
the like ſatisfaCtion as our Dutcheſs did. 

As for the moſt learned, and acute Dr. Jer. Tayioxr, I can not tell, whether 1 were beft adviſe 
'em to read, firſt, or laſt of all, his ct. Set. of the ſecond Part of the Difiwalive from Popery, 
where he treateth of it at large ; becauſe, if firſt, I am afraid they will meet with ſuch 
uncertain windings, and ſhort turnes of ſubtilty, I mean not Sophiſtry, but Scholaſtike double re- 
fined notices, which he makes unavoidable in — as they will —_— —_— 
to conſult any other Authour afretward, far ſubmiſſion enovghto arreſt on him. And if they 
bim laſt in hand, whatſoeves Roek of Awhority, or Reaſon, they may have bnilt on before, che 
ſbarpneſs of his Pen and Fancy will be fucks a3 £9 eat or pencarate: into. every cleft of it, and not 
onely break it into ſbivers, but multiply them into heapes of Sand , which being waſhed away by 
the Spring-tydeof his ingenious afd i ible force of his argumentative affaulrs, 
their building muſt needs fall, and be carryed wit an Abyſs or Ocean, which they can never fa- 
thome, or ſound the depths. 

Archbiſhop Crammer, in'his Anſwer to Smith's Preface, ſpeakes not home enough to their pur- 
poſe, where he ſayth ; Truth it is indeed, that the Church doch never wholly erre, for ever in 
moſt darkneſs God ſhineth-unto his elech, and in the midſt of all iniquity he governeth them ſo 
with his holy word and fpizit, that the gates of Hell prevaite.not againſt them ——. ——— 
This Church is the piller of truth, becauſe it refteth upon God's word, which is the true and ſure 
foundation, agd will not ſuffer i to erre and fall. Peg. 4o3. 406. It is the inviſible Church his 
Grace means, for of the outward, and viſible, he ablolutely-denizs it ; and this proves, 1 confefs, 
rather the perpetuity, then infallibility, of the Church. 

Biſhop Feld recojlects ſeyeral acceptions of the Church, Feak.4. Ch. 2. Firft, as it comprehen- 
deth the whole nymber of believers, that are, and have been, ſince Chriſt appeared in the ficſh 3 
which Church, he ayes, is abſotutely free fromall erreur and ignorance of Divine things, that are 
to be known by-revelation. The ſecond accepeion is, as it only allthoſe believers, 
that are, and have been, fince the Apoſtles'time; which, in things, that are, of neceflity, to be 
expreſly known by. all-that will be ſaved, that it ſhould erre, is intpoſſible; And, further , thinkes 
ic as impoſlible, that any.erronr; whatſoever, ſhould be found: in all the Paſtours and Guides of 
the Church, thus generally-taken. Touching the Church, as wr _ onely the be- 
Levers that now are in the workd, be ſayes , In —— to be » and believed ex- 
preſly, and diftinly, it never is ignorant, much teſs doth-ic etry; yea, in that are not 
ablolutely neveſlary to be known and/btticved exprely; and diffiacily, it never is zgnorant , _ 
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leſs doth it erre; yea, in things that are not abſolutely neceſſary to be ſo known and believed, 
we-eonſtantly believe, that this Church can never erre, nor doubt, pertinaciouſly, &c. 

But, becauſe 1 doubt, whether our Princeſs made reflexion upon the Church in ſuch a diffuſive 
ſenſe, and ſuppoſing that ſhe wantedſach an Oracle of Infallibility, as to which there could be 
acceſs for imediate reſolve of ſcruples and doubts, upon all occaſions, (which, I fear, had her H. 
lived longer to make triall, would have been as much milling in the Reman Church , as in outs,) 
I muſt lay alide many other excellent Writers upon this point, I have before me, or at hand , and 
take up one, ſo learned, and Orthodox as the beſt, and him the rather, becauſe he uſeth not to be 
ſo nice in uttering his mind freely and learnedly, and yet making it conſiſtent with the Article of 
our Church, though in appearance, point blanck contradi to what he reſolutely concludes, it 
is Biſhop Monntagn I mean, who in his Appeal, where he juſtihes what he had ſaid in his anſwer 
to the Gagger ; his Polition is this , ; 

The Church Repreſentative, truexand lawfull, never yet erred in Fundamentals, ard therefore 
I ſce no cauſe butro vouch , The Church Repreſentative can not erre, 

The Church Repreſentative is a Generall Councel not titularly fo, as the Conventicle of Trenr, 
but plenarily true, generall and lawful]. 

Points Fundamentall be ſuch as are immediate unto faith ——— —— — "> 

Let any man living ſhew me, ſayes he, any hiſtoricall miſtakings, miſreportings , where, when, 
in what any Generall Councell, according to true acception, or Church Repreſentative, hath ſo 
erred in the reſolutionand deciſſion of that Councell ; for in the debating of doubts, queſtions, 
propoſitions, the caſe is otherwiſe, and not the ſame. 

I conceive and acknowledge but four Councells of this kind, that of Nice, of Conſtantinople, 
of Epreſws, of Chalcedon, 

The Church of England may ſeem to have been of a contrary mind in her determinations ; For 
Artic. 21, we read thus 

Generall Councels —————— when they be gathered together (forasmnch as they be an aſlſem- 
bly of men, whereofall be not governed with the ſpirit and word of God) they may erre, and 
ſometime have erred, even in pertaining unto God. 

Which deciſion of the Article is not hottie to this pugath, 26 be ly proves, and hath 
the approbation of the Reverend Dr. Fravcrs White, a of Ely, that he found no- 
thing therein [ in that and his whole Book J but what is agreeable to the Pablick Faith, Dofrine 
and Diſcipline of the Church of Eegland, whoſe Dodrine the ſaid 21 Article is a noted part. 

But becault the Biſhop leaves this Lnfallibility at above a thonſand yeares diſtance , viz. the 
laſt Generall Councel of Chalceden, attributing -no ſack thing to aty the Jong General! 
Conncels lince; it is neceſſary I go ſeek a ſontewhete elſe, for the guidance of 
doubting perſons, who may be ata loſs, what to think the ſtate of the Church hath been in ſo long 
an intervall ; and, if they take ity into their care, what it inay be in a much longer yet to 
come, before ſuch another Conncel meet, now the Latine Churth ſeetnes to be finall 
ſertled upon the Lees of the Decifiogs in the Countel of Trene. Among thoſe many I have tained

If other their Wricers had uſed the like moderation, perhaps her R. H. had not been ſo much con- 
cerned about It. | 

I expect gothing more wil be abtained from other our Controvertiſts towards the fatisfaCtion

4. It is ſufficient for any mans ſalyation, to believe that the Scripture is true ; and containes all 
things neceſſary for ſalvation; and to dohis beſt endeavourto find and believe the true ſenſe of 
it, without delivering any particular. Catalogue of Fundamentals. . Pap. 120.

6. He that graurs the Church infallible in Fundamentals, and aſcribes to the Apoſtles the in- 
fallible guidance of the Spirit, ina more high and abſolute manner than'to any ſince then, timits 
not the Apoſtles infallibility to Fundamentals. 

7. The Apoltles were led intoall Truths by the Spirit efficaciter ; The Church is led into all 
Truths, by - Apoſtle writings ſ#fficienter, Pag. 131. led io as that ſhe may follow ; but not ſo, 
that ſhe »w/7. 

Theſe aſſertions of his influence the moſt part of his long Diſcourſe with the learned Feſwite ; 
If ought tnore there be to ſtrengthen e'm,3t may fall in with what I have yet to add, relatingto 
the inyaledity ufher R. Highaeſles motive for deſerting our Church, upon account of any afſurance 
ſhe could have of being, more firmely, and finally, ſettled in this point, upon the grounds and 
Principles thereof in the Church of Rome; For yeilding, pro dato, not cenceſſs what the greateſt 
Dodtors there would have, more particularly thoſe of ours that went over to them before this 
good Lady ; I demand, what found they there beyond what they bad here at home ?

Now that the Catholique Church,(which Society of Chriſtsans ſoever it be) is the onely, faithful, 
and true witneſs of the matter of God's word, totell us what it is, and what is not it, the only

that may ariſe in matters of Religion, and that ſhe is not onely true, but that ſhe can not be other- 
wiſe, ſeeing ſhe is infallible.

ſo conſiderable, for ought I know,we leave every man to his own diligence in comparing Text with 
Text, for mutuall illuſtration ; and to his ewn reaſon for inference of the beſt truth from the 
premiſes he makes himſelf ; - or if fo ignorant, he can make none , we ſend him to the lips of his 
Parochiall Prieſt, or ſome other, at his choyce, which certainly ſhould preſerve at leaft, ſo much 


knowledge, as to detesthine the little difficulties brought to him, according to the ſenſe of our 
Na- 
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- National Church, if ſuch as whereof ſhe hath taken any notice. For Catholique Tradition we 


go to the Catholique Writers, ſo truely called ; For what is unwritten we have no infallible li- 
ving Oracle to conſult, no more have they, for ought 1 ſee, whereof any uſe can be made to pre- 
ſent Catisfaftion; and therein we may cry quitts, as afterward I ſhall briefly ſhew. 

The Concluſion herein lay*d down by D. Crefſy, is as followethz, ,. _ | 

Thar it belongs alone to-the Catholique Church, which is the onely Depoſitary of Divine Re- 
velations, authoritatively, and with obligation, to propoſe ,thoſe Revelations to all Chriſtians ,

multiplied in infinicum, by too dubious, and over-ſcrupulous perſons, ſo well in ſmaller, a greater, 
matters, in whoſe behalf, for living Oracles or other certainty of infallible reſolution, I am yet 
ro ſcek 1 confeſs 3 And therefore ſetting aſide all nice diſputes about indefeftibility of their 
Church, and generality of Truth preſerved by her, I muſt , and may, I hope, freely demand of

Whether the Controverſies , or doubts raiſed in our Priaceſs's breaſt , were not emergent , 
whereof ſince her R. H. could not be reſolved with us, I may, modeſtly, ask whither they ſent her

' But her late Highneſs , it ſeems , is gone off, I hope you wHl not ſay with concealing treaſon, 
though you ſay litcle leſs then with reſerve of the names of thoſe whom you point at as the Trai- 
tors , having nok expreſſed what Biſhops thoſe two were in Particular , whom all ſober Prote- 
ſtants muſt look on as the Betrayers of her ſoul, and this Church. 

. body = her Ex-Jeſuite, think you in the Plot of this concealment , whoſe principle is for Re- 
erve? for 

It ſeems duty , you ſay, and fidelity toour Church and Nation, to contribute Intelligence and 
Obſetyarions to dereft them farther.

| Since you know not who they are, Mr. ores , methinks you might have forborne to judge cf 
what they do, or do not, in publick ; and what revenge you bear in mind, you may call in your 
Party, toex:rciſe upon them whoſe names are known, and whoſe Writings many where to be had ; 
whoſe opinions are publiſhed in Print, and their practiſes in our Cathedralls, and Royall Chap- 
pells, to be well atteſted at this day ; All which being not otherwiſe to be anſwered, nor their

theſe Biſhops, and, that I may retrive a line or two, which [ let pals in the laſt Paragraph , Theſe 
good Biſhops, becauſe they will yet be perſwaded , nor terrified , to give ſpiricuall ain) op contrary to 
their own Conſcience ; becanſe they will xot practiſe openly what 1s inconſiſtent with the rule of common 
prudence, in onr rircumſt ances ; nor ſpontaneouſly reſign their demesnes , and dignities ( for that's the 
true intendment of it) to a breed of inſatiate Cormorants, and ſacrilegions tee , to the ſtill plus 
- ultra - deſigning Impropriators , they muſt cedere de via » give place not onely to profeſſed Papiſts , but 
ro moſt arrogant, blaſphemens, Mahomitans, be termed two - faced Renegadoes, falſe to their Fayth, and 
Truit, and Countrey 100, becauſe, in reallity, they are true to all, For thus you ſay, tet the Readec 
have it in your own words. 

A Papiſt , er a Mahometan, that is ſincere and Reſolute in the profeſſion of his errour , ſhew's more 
Religion and vertut, than the _— Reverend two - fac'd Renegade, that"s falſe ts his Fayth, and Traff, 
and Conntrey, for worldly Intereſt.

A little releif, at laſt, you are pleaſed to afford 'em, by a lifting courteſie, (ſo 1 will call it)-of 
the burthen, too heavy for them to bear, Multorum manibn ifit ſhould not here be rather 
Maugnatum manibu — laying part of the guilt upon the ſhoulders of the Great ones; whoſe 
frailties if they be of eternall permanence, their condition is deſperate , never to be repair*d in 
this World, nor that to come ; for ſo you write ; 

To theſe Fxda*s amongſt our Apoſtles is cheifly owing the preſent miſery and Rediviſfion of 
theſe flouriſhing Kingdomes, by new Fears, and Fewds : and not a little, perhapps, t6 the Eter- 
nal Frailties of great ones, that had rather be Pleas'd than Lov'd : How happy were it for the Na- 
tion, if ſuch carnal Compliers for the ſake of grandeur, were as hatefull to our Princes, as are 
to God and the reſt of Mankind ? I haye no account to give to God and the Warld , ef the 
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latter part of my life, than ſome zeal and adventures againſt ſuch Betrayers, which I have pre- 


| ferred before all worldly Offers and Peace. 


Their fault , you ſay, 1s, becauſe they had rather be pleas'd then loy'd. 

The trueſt love, Subje&ts have for their Princes, is beſt atteſted by their obedience, and peace- 
able diſpofition ; by whom when ſo beloved, certainly, they are beſt pleaſed, there being no in- 
conſiſtence at all, but if your meaning be , they had rather be flatrer*d, you were as good ſay, they 
had rather be deſtroyed ; which Princes affe@ ſo little as do their people , who pretend ſo much 
care of their Princes preſervation , when, ſometimes, they are underhand aſſociating , and 
contriving their utter ruine. Bur theſe great ones, our Princes , you think have a deſtru- 
ive rife of clemency , the ſtream whereof runs in another chanel then you would have it, 
and, perhaps, of another colour ; They are out of their Politicks , in making favourites of ſuch , as 
are undoubtedly hateful ro God 2nd mankind , your intelligence is great ; if you write what you 
know 3 and if what youdo not , you do it like a man of no underſtanding , to pronounce you know 
not whom odious to God and mankind , becauſe loved by their Princes , wtio themſelyes Perhaps 
expect as little love fromyour party , as you profeſs you have from their favourites: So many 
years are not paſſed, but that many of us, ſtill ſurviving , can very well remember , what printed 
profeſſions of abundant Love and Honour , what Declarations of obedient and Loyal Subjetts , 
with moſt humble and affetionate Addreſſes , were made to ourlate Soveraign , of bleſſed memo- 
ry.z what ſpecious promiſes of ereCting his Royal Perſon, Crown and Dignity , to the vety higheſt 
pinnacle of glory ; but, withal , we forget not, what hard and immajeſtick conditions , theſe fair 
but fraudulent, tenders were clogg'd with , how they wrefted from him not only his favourites 
but his forts, and deprived himin vote , before they conld accompliſh it in fat , both of his pri- 
yvate ſolace , and publick ſtrength ; which, in effe&t, was, not mw to unking, but unman y him, and 
ſo we all know , that in no better performance it ended, by theſe ſeveral fteps of deſcent ( which I 
ſhall not enlarge on )) ſo incon -- « <q their Atts to their words , (when they would not 
truſt him , their liege Lord, and Soveraign , but an- upſtart Ruſhan , with their Protection) by 
reviling, rifling, rebelling, chacing, deveſting, reſtraining, dethroning , beheading, attempting to 
break the image of his ſoul , and poſthume reputation, in peices, by a malicious, and yeta mer- 
cenary Icon , 2 2 Peer of his Realm and a loyal Gentleman can atteſt from his own mouth, 
a fellow that ruffled his father out of his eſtate, while alive , and cheated his Prince of the due re- 

ward to his piety , and incomparable Vertue , when, otherwiſe at reſt in his grave. 

You now plainly lee, Mr. Jones > what I refleft on , what a ſad unprecedented inſtance we of 
theſe (theri unfortunate ) Iſlands have had in all the moſt impious particulars, and aggravations 
recited, with as much deteſtation as ſorrow , to the perpetual infamy of that forty one , and forty 
eight , party ; with whom I fear you are become over-and-above-familiar ; and o ill as you treat 
me, ſomewhat afflited I am in your own behalf, that you have no better account to give unto God, 
and the World, of the latter part of your life, then what you ſpontaneonſly mention , and little 
better then boaſt of, ſome zeal and adventures _ ſuch Betrayers , (the character you injuri- 
ouſly give them) your warm paſſion , and nnneceſlary hazard, had been, by much , more laudably 
exercis'd, and nndertaken , againſt another party-rampant, who have better deſerv'd the juſtice 
of your title ; And your preference of ſuch fanciful enterpriſes, to worldly offers and Peace , will 
bear the empreſs but of Knight errantry , when led into the Liſts where any true valour is to be 
ſhewed. Nor (beleeve me) will poſterity give it any preference to (if they afford it the like en- 
tertainment as our Predeceſſors have done of ) the Spaniſh Dor in his encounter with the Mill : but 

Hermes omnia ſolus, & ter unus ; 

You alone are all, as you take the conceit, and may you fo triumph in your thoughts, as the 
World may hear no more of your too adventurous exploits, untill you have clear'd your account 
of the former, which I fear you will not be able to do with that ſucceſs as you promiſe your ſelf ; 
And, if you will take my friendly advice, * your Candel under a Byſhell, for alltogetker here- 
after, and leave not the world with an ill ſcent whenſoever your faint light ſhall exſpire. 

What I leave in arrear of this Chapter being but a ſhort ſorme of tranſition, or preface, to your 
following im ent, I paſs it ower, untill I ſend you my Finall Anſwer to your deviſed Ca-
